A Visit Among the Publishers of 
the Hub.

Library Reports Being Prepared for the 
American Public. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOsTON, October 26, 1880.—You naturally 
expect a literary letter, now and then from 
such a “‘literary center’? as the Hub, and 
waking, the other day to a sudden realization 
of the fact that it has actually been some six 
months since I have written a word concern- 
ing books and their pubhshers, I immediately 
madecalls at some of the prominent houses 
with results that may certainly be ealled in- 
teresting. The junction of Franklin and 
Hawley streets, just below Washington, with- 
in astone’s throw of the ‘‘Old South Meeting 
House’? and therefore, of course, in the very 
heart of Bostor, is a spot in which one 1s 
pretty sure, at almost any time, to meet some 
ofthe ‘men of letters’? whose names are 
more or less widely known by the English- 
reading public. On the southeast cor- 
ner of this junction, is the pub- 
lishing house of Messrs. Lee & 
Shepherd, a very favorite haunt of 
anthors and literary men, and diagonaily 
opposite is located the firm of Messrs. Lo- 


throp & Co., one of the best housesin the 
country for the kind of publications of which 
it makes a specialty, viz.: works for children 
and young people of the highest literary and 
mcral merit. Back of the outer oiflices 1s the 
sencium ofthe Wide Awake, a mayazine two 
widely known to require more than naming, 
whercin presides the taiented editor, Kila 
Farman, (Mrs. Pratt), and which is a favorite 
corner with the feminiae litterati of New 
Erglard, 

Justattcp beyond, on Hawley street, are 
the Boston offices of the New York publish- 
ers, Scribner & Son, D. Appleton & Co., and 
I believe of Harper Brothers, and just below 
Lee & Shepherd’s, until very receutiy, was 
located the house of Houghton, Osgood & Uo. 

The hatter firm has become two firms and 
movedin two different directions, but one 
naturaily turns firsttothis corner when in 
questi of liierary news, and thither,therefore, 
went I. 


The tirst-book which was here called to my | 
attention, and thereby to yours, was the latest |

The style is pleasant and easy and 
the book finely gotten out. with 100 illustra- 
tions and over 600 pages of reading matter. 

The other work to which I referred is the 
latest volume of the ‘spare Minute Series,”’ 
a wost happy idea of culling the choicest bits 
from noted writers—the selections being this 
time from the writings of Thomas Hughes, 
just new so popular—though, for that matter, 
‘*Tom Brown’? must always be popular. 
“True Manliness’’ is the title given the vook 
by its compiler, Miss E. E. Brown. The in- 
troductions is ostensibly by James Russell 
Lowell; but 1t really consists Of an autobiog- 
rapbical letter which Mr. Hughes wrote to 
Mr. Lowel4, and which the latter presents as 
the introduction. Itis most happily written 
in Mr. Hughes’ freeest, easiestistyle, and is a 
yreat feature of the book. 

A most ingenious idea is that of the above- 
n+ med firm in getting up a book of pictures 
with blank pages for shert stories, to be writ- 
ten as suggested by the pictures by children 
under fourteen zones ofage. Prizesof $235, 
$15 and $10 will be given for the three best 
books. The November Wide Awake is as 
bright and full of interest as its cheery name 
always promises. It never gets tame or loses 
its spirits. 

On Washington street. just below Frauk- 
lin, and scarcely outside the literary circie 
that surounds the ‘‘corner,’”’ is the pub- 
lishing house of Estes & Lauriat, who 
always have some new, bright thing on hand. 
Their most popular book of last year—of 
which 10,000 copies have been sold this fall, 
after all its big sales iast season—was 
‘-Zigzeg Journeys in Hurope,’? by Hezekiah 
Butterworth, one of.the Youth’s Com- 
parfion editors. It was written in sucha 
charming fashion, and was so profusely 
and so well illustrated, that it ‘**took’’ won- 
derfully and the success of the new “Zigzags 
in Classic Lands’’ is already made certain by 
the sale of 20,000 copies. ‘*‘*Zigzags in the 
Orient’? is already promised for the next 
volume of what is now an assured seriez; the 
object of the works being to illustrate the 
scenery, manners, customs, history and 
legendary lore of different parts of the world 
in such a manner as to please and hoid young 
people. The European coast ofthe Mediter- 
ranean is taken up in the present volume, the 
special idea being to stimulate classical 
study. The present rage for traveling has, 
of course, much to do with the sucvess of 
these *‘Zigzags.’’ Apropos, by-the-way, | 
have been toid that the plans for the Tourjean 
excursions of next summer are already 
laid and that they include much that is new 
in territory, with many improvements in 
general arrangements, which old travelers, at 
all events, willappreciate.

The early . morn- 
ing deliver will be made as_ usual 
in all parts of the city. Outgoing mails will 
close as on Sundays, at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

The polis open at seyen o’clock in the 
mornivg and will remain Open untilseven in 
the evening. Underthe electionlaw the su- 


} pervisors will tot up the whole amount of 


votes cast eachMiour, but the amount received 
by each candidate will not be announced. It 
is not a generallv known fact that people will 
be permittedto register at the polls. Those 
baving a right to vote will be permitted toreg 
ister. 

Preparations for announciag tbe returns as 
received have been perfected ata number of 
places about town. 

The returns will be bulletined at the news- 
paper offices, and aspecial wire will be put 
in at the Opera-house, where 
the returns will be read to 
the audience as received. At the theaters 
arrangements will probably be perfected for 
taking the returns. Atthe St. Louis Club, 
too, the returns will be bulletined as soon as 
they are received. 


The Police Detail. 

The full police force, both night and day 
platoons, will be on continuous duty all day 
to-morrow, Thecaptains ot the various dis- 
tricts have received the following order from 
Chief McDonough: ‘‘The Vice-President or- 


ders.that the Governor’s prociamation be con- 
spicuous)y posted up at every voting precinct 
in your district on election day and that the 
oflicers be instructed to be vigilant in enforc- 
ing ‘the provisions of the same.’’ According 
to law an officer must be stationed at every 
precinct. This will require 244 officers, leaving 
as many more ready for duty. The captains 
huve been instructed to make careful details 
in the different districts acccrding to the char- 
acter of the votersinthe district. Where the 
voting will be close and the possibility of a 
Gisturbance great large squads of men 
will be on hand for any emer- 
gency. The men will be at their 
posts halt an bour before the opening of the 
polis to-morrow in accordance to very explicit 
orders issued to-day. Noone will be allowed 
to leave bis assignment for any reason what- 
ever butto make an arrest and to assist in 
quelling any possible disturbanceinthe neigh- 
borhood. The board has resolved to allow 
each man 40 cents for his meals, which must 
be procured in the immediate vicinity 
of the post, so that there will 
be no opportunity for a disturbance reaching 
any magonuitude before it can ve quelled. The 
men will not be allowed to leave dutv until 
thev see the ballot-boxes sealed and delivered 
to the proper autborities. 

The following is the order issued tothe Po- 
lice Captains to day: 

CAPT. : 

You will have your entire command on 
duty Curing election Gay; each voting pre- 
cinet will be in charge of a policeman from the 
opening tothe closing of the polls and shall 
not be relieved until the ballots are properly 
counted and the voxes sealed. You will give 
the necessary orders to your force to-day in 
order that each man will take his place on the 
2a inst. without confusion or loss of time. 
Instruct each officer thus assigned to procure 
his meals at his precinct, for which the 
board of Police Commissioners will 
allow 40 cents on the coming pay-roll. 
Yor will see that.the State election laws and 
the eity orcinances relativetothe same are 
rigicly enforced. The Governor’s proclama- 
tion relative to fraudulent voting, and that 
of his Honor, the Mayor, in relation to drink- 
ing saloons, must be strictly enforced. You 
will obtain full returns from the Judges of 
Election atthe earliest possible moment after 
the closing of the polis, and forward the same 
by inessenger, without delay, tothe Chestnut 
street station.

THE DENVER RIOTS. 


Attempt to Renew the Disturbances 
To-Day. 

DENVER, November 1.—The active re- 
sponse of the citizens to the call of the 
authorities effectually checked the mob, and 
by midnight a very perceptible improve- 
ment was developed, which has steadily 
continued. Early this morning a squad of 
miscreants raised a disturbance near the 
post-oflice, but within ten minutes it is esti- 
mated that a thorsard citizens, nearly 
all armed, were on the ground.- All rioters 
at that point were arrested and sent to jail. 


Several hundred warrants have been sworn 
out by officers and between two and three 
hundred arrests have been made. The city 
is now considered absolutely secure against 
a revival of mob rule, and the indignation 
among all classes is intense and earnest.Should 
lawlessness show itself in any form or at any 
point it will undoubtedly be checked -by the 
strongest and most convincing means em- 
ployed in such emergencies. _

Official Reports of the Police Pre- 
sented To-Day. 


The Prisoners—The Wounded—The In- 
quest—Latest Facts. 


The Republicans had a ‘‘grand rally’’ on 
Saturday night at Lucas Market, which termi- 
patedinariot. The rally was prefaced by a 
torch-iight procession through the streets, in 
which probably 2,000 men participated 


Of this number 1,500 
groes. The negroes were mostly drunk. 


The morning papers seem to have overlooked 
the conduct of tue negro processionists on the 
street Saturday night. Onthe way up Chest- 
nut street the nexzroes froin the 
part of the city wantonly 
insuited women and mMe@n upon the sidewaik. 
At Eleventh street & Carriag*’® attempted to 
eyoss during a break in the~ procession.

ST. LOUIS, October 30. 

To Capt. Wm. Lee, commanding district: 

sin—I herewith report that at about 10:30 
this evening 1 was standing in front of tne 
Republicen meeting on Twelfth, 
near Olive street, when suddenly I heard 
two pistol sbots from the neighborhood of 
Twelfth and Locust. Instantaneously there 
were forty or fifty more shots fired, accompa- 
nied by the breaking of glass. Iran as quickly 
xs possible to the locality and found 400 or 
500 men, mostly colored. I got into the crowd 
and found a colored man Jying on the ground, 
blood running trom his face und to all uppear- 
unce dead.

OFFICER DANIEL B. DALY’S REPORT. 
Sergeunt Bartley: 

Sir—I herewith report that about 10:30 
Pp. m. yestercay (October 30th) I was standing 
with Officer Seeman on the northeast corner 
of Twelfth and Olive streets, when we were at- 
tracted by shots coming trom the neighbor- 
hood of Twelfth and Locust streets. We bur- 
ried in that direction, and found about 300 
colored men breaking downthe door of a 
saloon northeast corner of Twelfth and Lo- 
cust. Officer Seaman and myself got the 
crowd back from the door and kept them at 
bay. Officer slattery arrived as they made a 
secondattack. As Slattery was stepping on 
tothe platform in front of the saloon he was 
knocked senseless by abrick bat. After get 
ting Slattery inside of the saloon I came out 
on the platform and met Sergeant Biodyvett, of 
the Fourth District. He assisted me in keeping 
the crowd back, but they got so desperate We 
could Go nothing with them. I fired two shots 
inthe airfor heip. Immediately brick bats 
and pistol shots were firedinto thesaloon, It 
became so hot thatIl made a retreat into the 
alley between Eleventh and Twelfth and 
Locust and Olive streets. ASI was runnimyg to 
mv piace of retreat I heard the crowd shouting, 
‘‘The police have killed a man,’’ J got back to 
the place of riot again about five minutes after- 
wardsandfound a colored man lying dead 
in the streets.

We believe in voting far party candi- 
dates where they represent a principle, but 
we do not believe in asking men to take a 
piece of paper according toits label and 
putitintothe ballot box, no matter how 
unworthy and unfit some of the candidates 
may be. 

The cry raised in favor of a ‘‘straight 
ticket and no scratch” is a cry in favor of 
giving to political rings the exclusive mon- 
opoly of making all nominations, and to 
the voters ne other privilege than to vote 
for them. 

The cry in favor of the ‘‘whole ticket 
and nothing but the ticket’’ is based upon 
the idea that most people are. un- 
mitigated fools, who go to. the 
polis without mind, thought, wil, 
or opinion, without earsto hear, eyes to 
read, or manhood to act for themselves, 
simply to put into the ballot-box a piece of 
paper according to its label. 

People who do their own thinking will 
carefully examine their ballot before they 
cast it. Presidentially, they wi’) 
vote for the Ifancock electors 
without a scratch because that represents 

he best interests of the Republic. Guber- 
natorially they will vote for Col. Crivten- 
den (and the whole Democratic ticket) be- 
cause that represents undoubtedly the best 
interests of the State. Congressionally 
they will vote for Allen and Frost, 
because they unquestionably represent 
the best interests of both their 
city, their country and their party. But 
locally they will, for the various city offi- 
ces, vote for the best men, regardless of 
politics, because there is no political prin- 
ciple whatever involved in the question 
who shall be Sheriff, Constable er member 
of the Legislature. 

The man who votes for the whole ticket 
without a scratch, no matter how untit 
some candidates may be,is not a party man 
but a party fool and sets a premium upon 
rings and the fixing and foul hucksterinz 
of nominations. 

We say: Be party men, but not idiotic 
party fools. Examine your tickets before 
you cast them, and if you find any taint of 
rings or political rascals, scratch—scratch 
—scratch! 


A FALLACY. 

No men in the country are so much inter- 
ested in the supremacy of the sound Dem- 
ocratic doctrine of “tariff for revenue 
only’? as the very Workingmen in whose 
behalf the Protectionists ere distressing 
themselves. No workingmen in the coun. 
try Occupy such critical positions as the 
skilled iron laborers in Pennsylvania. The 
iron interest has been so stimulated and 
protected by class legislation that thou- 
sands of capitalists have been induced to 
put their money in furnaces and mills. The 
productive capacity is greatly in excess of 
the demand, and as a result the market is 
being continually glutted. This causes a 
shutting-down and a general suspension 
periodically. Strikes, disaffection and quar- 
rels between the employers and the em- 
ployed are of constant occurrence and 
the iron-makers of Pennsylvania, de- 
spite their good wages, are no more able to 
accumulate from year to year than their 
brethren of steadier vocations in quarters 
less favored by the Protectionists. Besides 
this, protection, while it may tend to keep 
up wages, keeps up the price of every- 
thing else in exact proportion, and the 
workingman who receives five dollars fora 
day’s labor and pays four forhis living is no 
better off than if he received three dollars 
and lived for two. It is the purchasing 
power of the day’s wages which counts. 
The demagogical talk about the pauperized 
labor of Great Britain, which attributes

thereto is what has reduced the income of 
the British Jaborer, and the same thing 
' will happen here when populousness 
makes men’s bread and butter paramount 
to all else. Germany enjoys a magnificent 
protective system, and we all know the 
condition of her labor market. 

But one of the worst evils of our exag- 
gerated Protection is that it builds up 
monopolies which are able to crush out 
competition, andas a result small manu- 
facturers, who might be giving employ- 
ment to workingmen all over the country, 
are undersold and driven out of the field 
by men who have amassed great fortunes 
through the bounty afforded by Protection. 
New England is filled with manufacturers, 
fattened by Protection, who can send their 
goods to Missouri to-day and stifle the en- 
terprise of our small manufacturers. 

The Workingman who studies this ques- 
tion closely must at once see the fallacy of 
the doctrine of building up special inter- 
ests at the expense of the great mass. He 
must conclude, if he is a man of practical 
sense, that our only safety as an industrial 
people is in the Democratic doctrine of a 
tariff for revenue only, so judiciously dis- 
tributed as to afford support for the Gov- 
ernment and amply guard our manufactu- 
rers against unjust foreign competition. 
Protection as understood and practiced by 
New England is a mill-stone about the 
neck of the Nation.

Ur to last Saturday night the cam- 
paignin St. Louis had been conducted 
with great forbearance and circumspec- 
tion, and almost without excitement.
